If  the  tali  Scotch  variety  is  planted,  the  lower  leaves  should  be  care¬ 
fully  pulled  off  so  that  the  plants  can  grow  and  furnish  a  continuous  supply.  This  is  also  true 
of  Jersey.  One  ounce  of  seed  will  produce  4000  plants.  Seeds  one  ounce  to  100  feet  of  drill 
and  2  lbs.  for  the  acre.
